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And here Sir, in plain dealing , which you call Impudenee, L 
will give you my Sence of Popiſh Plots : I am ſofar in this mat- 
ter from being an Infidel, chat | believe the PopiſhPlot is as old' 
as the Reformation, and that there have been no times ſince the 
happy Inauguration of Queen Elizabeth without ſome Trains and 
Jeſuitical Conſults to ſubvert the eſtabliſht Government of 
Church and State , except the times of our late confuſions, for 
then there was no need of Plotting, when the Jeſuite by his Fa- 
natick Engines had effeCted the ruine of Church and Monarchy ; 
and fo fate down in eaſe and triumph , and founded Colleges in 
thoſe days, which made ſuch a noiſe in theſe. No ſooner had 
God by a Miracle reſtored the King to hisCrown,2nd theChurch 
to its orderly Eſtabliſhment, but the Popiſh Mines were framed 
anew.and the Jeſuite proceeds in courſe to conſult our ruine;and 
as for thoſe men that opened the Vault,and diſcovered theMine 
in our late Critical JunCture ; may they find that reward , which 
their truth , juſtice and honeſt intentions deſerve. 

Now that which gives the Pope ſuch a peculiar Envy to the 
Church of England, is this : By our Epiſcopacy and Prieſthood,

ſerve as an excellent Foil to commend the Beauty of the Ro- 
iſh Church, and might add many Proſelytes to that Rebopn : 
but for want of Foundation and Argument, they would be ſo 
unable to- contend with the Pepacy, that the Pope would not 
think them worthy of his Deſigns. If there be not ſome Truth 
in this, pray give me a Reaſon, Why, ſince the Reformation, we 
never of ſo many Popiſh Plots againſt Holland and Geneva, 
as againſt the eſtabliſhed Goyernment and Religion of England.

railed in ; for I find, the Council of Chalcedon, which aſſembled 
in the Church of S. Exphemia, were placed za7zHymy 7/r ney @7-8 
T&y 18 Rio T% dybs unagw is, that is, fitting before the Can- 
eefli, Rails or Steps of the holy Altar; and yet I know-men 
within the eſtabliſht Church, who are more unwilling to go to 
the Altar, than our Saviour was to go up to Mount Calvar :; 
men who never come at the Table, but upon the neceſſity of a 
Sacrament, and then too they will force the Table to come 
down to them. 

It is required,that he who Miniſters, ſhould-read the Publick 
Prayers with a diſtinct and audible voice ; I know ſome of theſe 
moderate men who read them with ſuch cold and careleſs mur- 
murings, as if they thonght that Sacrifice not worthy of the 
Calves of their lips ; but when they mount the Palpit, the Calm 
is changed into Thander and Tempeſt. 

It was the cuſtome of the Ancient Church, and the Command 
6f out own, to uſe the ſign of the Croſs within the Office of 
Baptiſme ; and though that uſage is carefully ſtated and ex- 
pounded by the Senſe of the Church, to prevent miſtake or ſu- 
perſtition, yet Iknow ſome, who prefer the Chamber before 
the Church, and the Poſſit-Baſon before the Hallowed Font, which 
have no more repard to this fignificant Ceremony, than Fews or 
AMahometans, who aredeclared Enemies to the Croſs of Chriſt - 
Indeed, if there chance to He in the ParitH a bold Cavalierin 
Gentleman, who looks upon the Croſs as the great Enſign © 
our Religion and Nation, perhaps if ſuch an one be concerned, 
the moderate Curate may be frighted into obſervance; and yet 
then, if poſſible, he will cheat the Congregation, and give the 
Infant only a daſh over the head like an Adverb, but will avoid 
crofling the line, for fear of raiſing Spirits or Storms. Now ih 
this matrer, I would humbly zdvite theſe ſcrupulous Gentlemen 
to conſtrue and conſider the modeſt Sentiment of 7/axc Ce/nwbon, 


who was a man of as much teerning, and as little Popery, as any - 


moderation-manyjn Fr : Stimus wvererem Eccleſiam & in vite

Cour. You call the Commons of England uneducated. 

Cav. This Cavil is ſo idle, and fo miſtaken, that it deſerves 
not to be conſidered; and therefore all I ſhall ſay to it, is this, 
that that part of the Commons who are indued with honeſty 
and good education, will have ſo much wit and loyalty as never 
to quarrel with the expreſſion , and for the reſt, they are at 
your ſervice. 

Cour. Nay, but you diſhonour the Gentlemen, and fay they 
are half-witted, and eaſie to be impoſed upon. 

Cav. I ſee malice is no good Commentator ; fer the Text 
unplies no more, than that ſome of the Commons are uneduca- 
ted, and ſome of the Gentlemen hal{-witted; and he that doth 
pot believe this to be true, maſt neither have wit, nor educa- 

' tion, I call them half-witted Genttemen, who will ſuffer their 
private Animoſities to become publick Quarrels againſt their 
Prince ; I think them half-witted Gentlemen, who can be de- 
coyed into the Tents of the Faction by that cajoling pretence, 
that there is no method to keep out Popery, but to bring in the 
Presbyterian. Now theſe wheadled Gentlemen look to me, 
like the Sheep in the Apologue, who being informed that the ill- 
natured Crs had a plot upon the Flock, were put into great 
hurries ; ſome of the wiſeſt thought it their greateſt ſecurity 
and intereſt to keep cloſe to the conduct and proteCtion of the 
Shepherd, but the «: 2»»%03 appointed ſeveral Wooken Committees 
to conſider of this grand ir; theſe Staple-Politicians voted 
in the Wolves, as the moſt _ and ftouteſt Guardians againſt 
their implacable Enemies the bloody s, but no ſooner were 
theſe Patrons admitted into the Fold, but they devoured that 
Flock they were choſen to defend; even ſo, he that hath but 
one ſcruple of Wit, will underſt2nd the Moral. Shall not I think 
thoſe Gentlemen eafie to be impoſed upon, who can be brought 
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to believe, that thoſe men who once overturned the Govern 
ment, are the fitteſt perſons to be choſen to ſupport it ? 

Cour. But there*s worſe than all this yet; a you ſcoffe at 
the Proteſtant Religion, and call it a Hogan-Mogan Word ; nay 
you ſay the Turk, may be taken into the Poll-Book of Proteſtants, 
becaule he abhors the Popiſh Map, &c. | 

Cav. 1 do not queſtion but, you have ſeen the Letter from 
Legern. Now | dothink the Twrk_ is full as much a Proteftaxr, 
as the Qreen Is a Mahometan;, and I will further maintain, 
That the Turks are as.much Proteſtants, as the Church of Eng- 
land are Papiſts ;, for thus your dear Friends diſpute againſt us. 
The Church of Erglard continues a Succeſſion of Bryhops and 
Prieſts, they retain a Liturgy, they continue the Sign of the 
Crap, and bow at the Name of Feſws, and wear the Surplice;

not like it ; and for theſe Reaſons : 

Firſt, My laſt Iotelligence from Adrieneple aſſured me, That 
the Grand Sultan, and all his Auſſelmen are no way Poprſhly 
affetted, but are ready to take the Teſt againit Popery, and tore- - 
nounce all 'Popiſh Doftrines and Superſtitions, with as much 
Devotion as any Presbyterian in England. Now if the meer 
Proteſting againſt the Pope , muſt be the Eſſential Cheretter 
of Chriftiax Religion; 1 confels | cannot tell how to avoid the 
Conſequence , but muſt conclude the Twrk, to be a Proteſtant; 
and I think that Name ouzbt not to be ſo paſhonately Courted by 
a Chriſtian, that will not diſtinguiſh him from a 7Tark, 

Secondly, The Eſtabliſhed Church of England, though the 
beſt Reformed Church in the World, yet in great Wiſdom, does 
not aſſume this particular Charatteriſtick, of Proteſtant , in all 
its Articles, Canons and Litergy ;, and therefore I ſee no reas 
fon why 1 ſhould be ſo privately enamoured of that Name , 
which the Church never thought fit Puvlickly to eſpouſe. 

Thirdly, The Word Proteftant is above four and fifty Dez 
grees of Northern Latitude, and hath fo large an Arch, that it 
comprehends Oyakeriſm , Anabaptiſm , Catabaptiſm, Familiſm, 
and all the Faratick, Colonies and New-found-Lands of Entbuſi- 
a/m. And though, Sir, ſuch a Paper-Rogwery as the Dialogue 
may call theſe men Fazaticks, yet you know all ſober and mo- 
derate men call them Proteſtants ;, and I acknowledge I have no 
great kindneſs for that Word, which docs level a Cathedral to 
a Corventicle, and makes no diſtinCtion betwixt an Archbiſhop and 
a Lay-Elder. If I were caſt upon Fapar, and ſome Command- 
ing Faponeſe would have an Account of my Religion , I fup- 
poſe you would give me leave to anſwer, I am a Chriſftiay ; 
which is a Sound intelligible to all Nations. If 1 ſhould tell 
him, I was a Proteſtant, he would Fancy that Name to be ſome 
particular Set of Northern Paganiſm: But ſuppoſe in my Re- 
turn, I ſhould Land at Thowlon, and there ſome Bruk ny 
ſhould demand my Relzgion; now if I fhould anſwer, I was 
a Proteſtant, they would run me through all the Compaſs of 
Proteſtant Religion , ask me , Whether I were a Proteſtant ac- 
cording to the North, or according to the Points of the North 
and by Eaſjt, or the North North-Eaſt, or the North-Eaſt and by 

North ; 
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Nerth;, and fo whirl me through more than two and thirty 
Points, before I could come ro Fetes my trne Poſition. 
And fmce our Circomſtances require that we muſt have fome 
other Denomination beſides that of' Chriſtian, I cenfefs 1 have 
moſt Veneration for the Title of Catholick ; which was of 'much 
Efder Date than the Papacy, and hath been Confirmed and Con- 
ſecrated by Three Creeds, and Forr General Councils, amd the 
conflant Ufage of the Eaſtern and Weſtern Churches ; and thongh 
the Ancient Church did in Councits and Publick Confeſſions pro- 
reſt againſt the Hereſfies of Arrius, Novaths, Entyches, Donarus, &c, 
with as much Solemnity, as ever anydid agairift Popiſh Doftrives ; 
yet they thought it not Wiſdom , from this Accident, ro cM 
themſelves Proreftants ; but did facredly retain the old Title 
of Cathelick, and notwithſtanding the general Signification of

ther 
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ther the Wheels might fall into their due Center and Order, but 
no ſooner were they mounted aloft, but down they came with 
naiſe and confuſion; at length an honeſt Dor plainly tells 
his Lordſhip,that one of the three greater - Wheels had ſtarted 
from its ancient Circle, and from the power of the firſt mover; 
and fo long as it was thus diſplac'd and diſorder'd, the motion 
would be confug?d and irregular, and it was but vanity to pull 
upthe weights.. But if his excellent jcare and wiſdom, could - 
provide . another Wheel that might be made of the ancient 
Temper, and fram*d with fit Dunenſions, and plac'd upon 
its juſt Center with a due Cloſure and ſubordination to the pri- 
mary moving power, and a fit reſpect to the leſſer Wheels, that 
then all w move with quiet and order, and the work would 
be - glorious end uſeful as ever it was in the daies of his Prede- 
cellors. 

But I ſee, that which frights moſt, is the King's Taking up 
the Imperial Crown, The words deſporic and abſolute I grant to be 
greater Buggs than Blazing Stars , and extraordinary Eruptions 
of «Etna; | know you are plca('d toallow the King the Com- 
plement of the Crown-Imperial, but you would have it fignifie no 
more than at Yemce. Your Friends are unwilling to grant 
the King ſo much deſporick Power , as to be Maſter of his own 
Head. You would have the Government of England to be a 
mear Game at Cheſs , betwen King and Parliament , and when 
the Knights and Paunes have out-plotted the King, & forc'd him 
into ſtreights, The King muſt not move lewis exact ſquare, 
but muſt yield himſelf to be obeck:mated , and the Royal Game to 
be /oſf. You would reduce your Prince unto ſach difficulties as 
ſhould be inſuperable according to Law ; and then having gain'd 
this advantage upon him, the King muſt tamely give up his Head 
and his Crown, but in no caſe make Uſe of one errr eordonary mo- 
tion of Authority to ſecure his Life and Afonarchy : If thas be the 
Caſe of Princes, God have mercy upon poor Kings , who mult 
be fo Tyrannically reſtrain'd as not to be allowed the privilege 
of the Lawof Nature, not to be ſuffer'd to preſerve raemlclves 
in extremity by any extraordinary m . of proceading ; oak 
to be ruin'd by the puriFi/i0 of a Law. And, though nader the Ob- 
ligation of.an/Qg ongpoel their Subjets , be yet deny*d the 


power of doing it. |. is 26 Goverament upon hemb 6 
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well conſtituted , but corruption of time and manners may pro- 
duce ſuch miſchiefs and difficulties , as will be impoſlible to re- 
dreſs without ſome new meaſure of proceeding}; and in ſuch a 
caſe of neceſſity , I think the Supream Power may ſecure it ſel 
by ſome unuſual aft of Authority , without being thought deſpo- 
tick or abſolute. I believe the Kings of 1ſrael were not abſolute ; 
Ahab could not ſeize upon IVaborh*s Property without his con- 
ſent or Legal forfeiture. But put Caſe: the Syrians had invaded 
the Land,and ſo far advanc'd as to beſiege the Royal City and Pa- 
Lace; had itmot been lawful in this extremity for the King to have 
cut down the Vines , and turned Naborh*s-V/ineyard into a Garri- 
ſon , without or againſt his conſent ? Suppoſe there were a mn- 
tual Law between both theſe Kingdoms, that no Engliſh Army 
ſhould enter the Bounds of Scotland without the conſent of that 
Parliament, and ſo vice verſa. Now ſuppoſe that (which thanks 
he to God we have no reaſon to fear) almoſt all the whole 
People of Scotland ſhould revolt, and crown ant U # 
mult the King with his Engliſh Army ſtand conjur'd up within 
the Circle of Tweed, and loſe a whole Kingdom upon a point 
of Law, or out of Complement to a Statute ? or'might not his 
Majeſty in this extremity enter into the Bowels of Scorland with 
a non: obſtante ? This , if the Age were calm and ſober ,. and al- 
legiance were the general Mode of England, and none could 
repreſent the People but ſuch who are devout to Church and 
State; then the King would be ſafe enough within the Bounda- 
riesof Law, and ſhould have no reaſon to aft beyond the Circle 
of that Crown-[mperial, which is already his juſt Right and Poſ- 
ſeſſion ; and in my greateſt extaſie of Loyalty , I will never wiſh 
the King more deſporic , than to be always in the Head of Loy- 
al-Parliaments : but let us preſume, that the greateſt part of 
the'Populacy ſhould be fo debauct'd by Repwblican-Arts, or Fa- 
natick- Principles; that it were abſolutely. impoſſible , that a 
Loyal Parliament ſhould be choſen, but that moſt of the Mem- 
bers wao were to be return'd , ſhould only ſerve as the FaCtious
